Two Left Feet 


Forty years ago, scientists stumbled upon a | 
bunch of ancient shoes in a Missouri cave—and 
it took until last summer for them to figure out 
that the sandals and slip-ons are between 1,000 
and 8,300 years old. The shoes, made of sturdy 
plant fibers or leather, have wads of grass 
| padding inside, which must have made 
them pretty comfy on prehistoric 
| feet. The one mystery left for sci- 
entists to solve is why the shoes 
are all singles—a left shoe here, a 
right one there, but no pairs.

Besides painting bison and woolly mammoths 
on cave walls, prehistoric humans also made 
hundreds of handprints—some as long ago as 
27,000 years. Because the prints often have 
missing fingers, scientists think these marks 
were signatures: Artists could have created 
personalized prints by holding a finger or 
two down against their palms as they pressed 
their hands against the wall.
